to the Primitive Chriſtians, after they were called \ 
from their Heatheniſh Ways, into that Honourable 
Projefſion of the Chriſtian Life : Not faſhioning your 
ſelves, ſaith he, as you did in the former Vanities, in 
the days of your Ignorance, but as He that hath called 
you, is holy; ſo be ye holy in all manner of your Life 
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and Converſation; as it is written, Be ye holy, for I 
am holy: And take the holy Women in former Ages 
tor your Example, Whoſe Adorning was not that of coſt- 
ly Jewels, or rich Attire, but the Flidden Man of the 
Heart ; that is, Chriſt in you the Hope of Glory: And 
further, faith the Apoſtle Paul, Tim. Chap. 2. Let Mex 
pray every where, lifting np pure hands without wrath or 
doubting : Likewiſe alſo, the Women, that they array them- 
ſelves in comely Apparel, with ſhame-fac'dneſs and Mos- 
deſty, not with broidred Fair, or Gold, or Pearls, or 
coſtly Apparel, but as becometh Women that profeſſes the 
Fear of GO D with Good Works. 

This is more, O Queen, than a pretended out-fide 
Holineſs of Bodily Worſhip, and voluntary Humility ; 
and thoſe that come no turther, than to follow the 
Precepts and Commandments of Men, may be vain- 
ly putt up in Pride and high-mindednels ; and then in that 
Spirit, they are no more but as the Apoſtle ſaith, S2//y 
Women, ever learning, but never come to the Knowledge 
of the Truth ; and this 1s but the out-ward Courr, 
where the worſt of Men and Women may come, as that 
Pious Man, Biſhop @/her, Charged, ſaying, © Look 
*-you be not: found in the Out-ward Court, but a 
* Worſhipper within the Temple, before the Altar ; 
* for, ſaith he, Chriſt will meaſure all thoſe that pro- 
« feſs his Name, and call themſelves his People, and 
© the our-ward Worlhippers He will leave out: The 
< Out-ward Court, /aith he, is the formal Chriſtian, 
«© whoſe Religion lyes in performing the out-ſide Du- 
* ty of Chriſtianity, &c. Let the Queen be pleaſed 
to hear this Good Mans humble Contefton, which he 
made a little before his Death, (tho' a Preacher 40 Years 
before the Rebellion in /reland) to one of his Friends 
that challeng'd a Promiſe made by him : He Reply- 


ed, © That he had not writ, and yet could not charge: 
| * him-- 
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«< himſelf with any Breach of Promiſe; for, ſaid he. 
« I did begin to write, but when I came to write of 
«© Santtification, that is, of the New Creature, which- 
©£6G0D formeth by his Spirit in every Soul, which He 
&* doth truly regenerate: I found {o little of it wrought 
* in my ſelf, that I could ſpeak of it only as Parrots, 
* by Rote, and without the Knowledge and Under- 
* ſtanding of what I might have expreſs'd; and there- 
© fore, I durſt not preſume to proceed any further up- 
* on it. And Added: T muſt tell you, we do not well 
«© underſtand what SanCtification and the New Crea- 
© ture is, it is no leſs than for a Man to be brought 
*©to an intire Reſignation of his Will to the Will of 
*GOD, and to live in the Offering up of his: Soul, 
* continually in the Flames of Love, as a whole burnt 
* Offering to Chriſt : And how little ( ſays he) are: 
* many of thoſe who profeſs Chriſtianity experimen-: 
* tally acquainted with this Work in their Souls 
A Man worthy of Honour : I queſtion not, but 
HE that gave him that ſight, brought him into a 
g00d Meaſure of the Life thereof, betore he depart- 
ed this Life : and I heattily with; yea, with all my 
Heart, and with all jy Soul, that the Church cf 
England, together. with all the reſt of the Churches 
of what fort ſoever, that bears the Nome of Chritti- 
ans, were in the Life of what this humble Man had 
the ſight of ; then ſhall Wars ceaſe, when HE coines 
to Reign, whoſe Right it is; GOD over all Bleſſed 
for ever, Amen. | 
Therefore, O Queen, Live for ever in this Life, 
which this Humble Man had the fight of, that is the 
New Creature, born again; not of that which is cor- 
rtptible, but of the incorruptible Lite of Feſus, who 
ſaid to Nichodemus, A Man muſt be born again, before 
he can enter into the Kingdom of GOD, But this was 
ga My-

a Myſtery to him: For ſaid he, How can this be 2 
Can a Man enter again into his Mothers Womb? So 
ignorant was he of the Heavenly Life, tho' a Ruler 
in ſrae/- And I wiſh too too many that are wiſe 
in their own eyes, be not, covered with this Cloud of 
Ignorance and Errour, that whilſt they Govern and 
Teach others, they themſelves have need to be taught. 

But, O Queen, live thou for ever in the holy, hum- 
ble, and ſelt-denying Life of Chriſt ; that a holy Pattern 
thou mayſt be, that thy Light may fo ſhine, that 
all may ſee thy good Works, and give Glory to GOD 
that ever the Queen came into this Nation. In Or- 
der to this, I humbly intreat the Queen, That She 
believe not every Spirit that ſhall come to her, and 
ſay, 1t belongs to the Queens Dignity to take State up- 
on her, and to go in Rich and Gorgious Attire: Know 
this, O Queen, That there can be no more faid to 
the Ignorant Heathen, that knows not GOD - ButTI 
hope the Queen will have more of the Wiſdom of GOD, 
than to ſuffer her innocent Spirit to be betrayed, or 
captivated into ſuch Trumpery and fooliſh Fopperies ; 
tor She being a Chriſtian, Chrif is to be her Teacher, 
and Chrif? to be her Pattern: And where was His 
State, and His Gorgious Apparel? He wore a plain 
Garment: without a Seam: It's true, whilſt they were 
a Crucifying Him, they put on a purple Garment to 
{coft and deride His humble ſelt-denying Lite: And 
doth not the Chriſtians of our Times do rhe ſame ? 
And where was His State; for He often t:te on the 
Ground; and who His Companions? Poor Fiſher-men, 
who left all and followed Him; the Lame, 2nd the 
Blind, poor Publicans, which were heavy laden ; 
their Sins being a Burden too heavy for them to 
bear, and fo were glad of a Phyſitian to Cure them 
of their Maladics ; but indeed the proud high-minded 
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Phariſees, were oftended with Him for this humility. 
But the Queen keeping in the humility of Chri/t ; She 
will place her Aﬀections upon more high and ſub- 
lime things; for the Spirit of the LORD, is a moble 
Spirit, High and Mighty above all tranſitory Things. 

The Queen being of His Spirit, will be the fame : 
She'll ſcorn the Pomps and Pleaſures of a poor, 
dirty, periſhing World : She'll place her Delights upon 
more high and excellent things, than the Pomps and 
Vanities of this wicked World, wherein the worſt of 
Heathens takes delight ; but for the beſt of them, 
they mind more Divine and Heavenly things : As 
Socrates, ( that Divine Philoſopher; ) © Fine and 
* rich Cloaths, ſaith he, are only fit for Commedi- 
*ans; and being demanded from what things Men 
and Women ought to refrain, © From Pleaſures, ſaid 
« he; temperate Perſons become the moſt Excellent ; 
* they eat that which neither hurts the Body nor 
« Mind, and that which is eaſy to be got : The only 
© and beſt way ( ſaith he) to Worſhip GOD, is to 
« mind and obey whatſoever He Commands ; that the 
* Souls of Men and Women may pertake of the Di- 
« vine Nature ; that GOD is ſeen of the Vertuous 
« Mind, that by waiting upon Him, they are United 
< unto Him in an acceflible place of Purity and Hap- 
<« pineſs; GOD hath afſerted them always to be near 
«* unto Him. Theſe are they that were worthy of 
the Name of Chriſtians, becauſe they imitate Him in 
their Lives, who were Plain, Humble, and Selt-denying, 
like Chriſt their LORD; who faid, Learn of me, 
Learn of me; ſaith he, that was GO Dover all Bleſſed for 
ever ; yet, humbled himſelf to the Death, yea, the 
Death of the Crols ; before whom, let all Kings, Queens, 
and Potentates of the Earth lick the Duſt ; before Him 
whois LORD and Governor of all things, trom whom 
the 
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the greateſt Monarch in the Earth hath his Breath, and 
.He can take it away at his pleaſure ; therefore, who 
ſhall not fear Him, the Everlaſtizg ; before whom, all 
Nations are as a drop of a Bucket. Yea, let the Hea- 
vens and Earth tremble before Him, who ſhall lay all 
Fleſh in the Duſt, and then, Where ſhall its Glory 
be: Therefore, O Queen, live for ever in this plain, 
innocent, and humble Life of Feſas, who made Him- 
felt of no reputation; and, ſazd He, to his Diſciples, 
C when they were firiving for the Maſterſhip, one 0- 
ver the orher; ) The Gentiles which bear Rule, ex- 
erciſe Lordſhip one over the other, but with you, it muſt 
uot be ſo; but he that is chiefeſt among you, let him be 
Servant to all, And this did He in Practice, as well 
as DoQrine, when He wathed His Diſciples feet ; and 
fo lett them and all His followers an Example to fol- 
low His Steps: He did not fay, follow this Man, or 
that Man; no, nor the footſteps of the Flock ; no, tor 
He knew that all Men might Err, therefore he char- 
ged and commanded, ſaying, Learn of me, for I ans 
meek and lowly, and you (ball find reſt for your Souls. 
Oh! the Treaſure of Treaſures, the Pearl of great Price, 
that whoſoever hath it, will Sell all for it; all their 
periſhing Glories, with all their fading Delights; and 
count it all, but dung and drofs, for the Excellency of 
this Lite 1n Chrz/f. | 

Therefore, hear O Princeſles, and give Ear ye Ladies 
of the periſhing Honours of this World ; Did Chriſt 
Feſus the LORD, and only Saviour, the Immaculate 
Lamb of GOD that takes away the Sins of the World ; 
Conſfecrate a Way for you, through His Agonies of 
Sorrows, and Griefs, bitter Death, and bloody Paſſi- 
on ; for you to live a Lite of Vanities and Pleaſures, 
the Pomps and Pride of Life, the Luſt of the Fleth, 
and the Luſt of the Eye.? Was all his-ſtrong Cries, 
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Groans, Sighs and Sobs, Watchings and Faſtings, 
cruel Mockings and Scourgings ; cxpoling Himſelf to 
all the Malice rhat Men or Devils could Invent, Was 
all theſe Miferies to End here? Or was this to be the 
End of all, to faſten you to your curſed Plays, with 
your whole Life of ſinful Pleaſures? Ye carelets 
Daughters, ye Women that are at Eale, be aſtonith- 
ed, pluck off your Gorgious Attire, put on Sackcloth, 
and cover your Heads with Athes, and fit on the Ground ; 
and trom thence, take up a deep and heavy Lamenta- 
tion for the miterites that are coming upon you ; 
when your Songs ſhall be turned into Howlings, your 
Joys into Heavineſs and bitter Lamentations; which 
{hall be the Reward of all your vain and wicked Paſ- 
times, that.hath been ſpent in vain and wicked Recrea- 
tions ; of which precious time, the leatt moment there- 
of upon a dying Bed, 1s more than the Gold of Ophzr. 
Then ſhall you call, ſaid the LORD, but I will not an- 
ſwer. Tou ſhall ſeek Me early, but you ſhall not nd 
Me. And, why? Becauſe you hated Knowledge, and did 
not chuſe the Fear of the LORD : Tou would have none 
of my Counſel, but deſpiſed all my Correttions, therefore 
ſhall you Eat of the Fruit of your own ways, and te filled 
with your own Devices : For Eaſe, ſlayeth the fooliſh, and 
the Proſperity of Fool's deſtroyeth them; but they that 
obey Me, faith the LORD, ſhall dwell ſafely, and be 
quiet from the fear of Evil, Prov. 1. Chap. There- 
tore conlidcr the'e things, all you that forget GOD, leaſt 
7 tear you in pieces and there be none to deliver you, {aith 
the LORD. 

But, O Queen, live for ever ! The way for the Queen 
to obtain this kv: lailing and Erernal Lite, is to watch 
againſt the Evil of lier own Hearr, tor to the LORD com- 
mands, {aying, Watch, Watch, Watch, which He fuliill'd 
betore He gave it out to others, when He was lcd into 
t!:e 
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the Wilderneſs, and there thrice tempted, as the Apo- 
ſtle ſaid, Ze was in all things tempted as we ave, yet 
without fin, that He might be able to (uccour us that are 
tempted : For this know, O Queen, it is no ſin to be 
tempted ; bur the fin is to yield to the remptation ; as 
ſaith the Prophet, When f/rnners inticeth thee, conſent not 
thou unto them; therefore the LORD commanded to make 
the Defence ſtrong, double your V Vatc! > yea, treble 
your VVatch; and faith the Prophet, 4 7hreefo/d Cord 
cannot eaſily be broken. Ohow good is the LORD, to 
give us theſe Heavenly Precepts, and not only fo, but 
to be our Strength in weakneſs. Thou haſt covered our 
Heads in theDay of Battle,when the Enemy hath come in like 
a Flood. Thou haſt lifted up Thy Standard agamſt him,Glory 
be unto Thee for ever. Thus hath the LORD ſtood by 
them that fear him in all Ages, to be their Preferver from 
the Snares and Temptations of the Devil ; but then, they 
mult be tound in His VVay, otherwite, He 15 not engag- 
cd to preſerve them: The V Vay of Chri/t, is His daily 
CROSS; Ton cannot be my Diſcipies, ſaith He, Except 
you deny your ſelves, aud take up My Croſs and follow Me ; 
( VVhether mult we folfow Him ? ) Through all the Tra- 
vels of his Soul ; as 7{aiah the Prophet prophetied of him, 
ſaying, He ſhall ſee of the Trav! of his Sou!, His righte- 
ous Soul ſhall be ſatisfied ; and in vain is all your Preach- 
ing, Hearing, Praying, and railing our of his Holy, Pure, 
and Incorruptible Lite. And turrher of his Lite, you 
may read in 7/azah's Prophety of Him, how He was a 
Man of Sorrows, and was well acquainted with Griefs ; and 
after he came into the World, 1n the Holy dittory of his 
Life of temptations and miſeries, he faith, 7 am rhe Way, 
the Truth, and the Life ; none can come to the Father, but 
by Me, and he that climbs up another way is a Thief and a 
Robber. 
Another Way, O Qucen! Then through his bitter Suf-

N D further, to the Queen,my deſire to GOD for her, 
is, That GOD would give her another Heart,a heart 
to walk in all the ways ofthe LORD, and that the LORD 
would pour out his Holy Spirit upon her, as He did up- 
on all His Anointed Ones; and that ſhe may be an Inſtru- 
ment in His Hand to convert many to Righteouſneſs ;

And 
rhe Apoltle Pan, in a holy Extaſy, crics out, O the 
height and depth, of the love of GOD; neither can 1: 
enter into the Heart of man, the things that GOD hart 
prepared for them that love Him. No certainly, not the 
men of this World, who have their Portions in this Lite, 
which David deſired to be delivered from : But it entred 
into the Heart of Mary, when the fat fo atrentively ar 
Jeſas Feet, to hear the precious Words that dropt from 
His 
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His Gracious Lips; where ſhe received the ſweet in-comes 
of His Eternal Love, whileſt the Martha's of this World 
are hurried, incumbred, and diſtracted in their covetous, 
earthly Spirit, caring how to add Houle ro Houle, Land. 
to Land, and one Thouſand to another ; and the other 
fort, how to conſume what they have upon their luſts, in 
vain & wicked recreations ; and both theſe,diſpoſleſles the 
LL ORD of Life of his Right, and robs lim of his Glory. 

And Farther, I am to acquaint the King and Queen, 
That the late Brewers-Tax falls heavy upon the Poor ; the 
general Diſcourſe, is, the Rich will be richer, but the 
poor Brewers, will not be able to hold it; and for the.

have been done firſt, and not have left the other undone : 
and rhe Prophet Zaggaz, ſaith, 7 has ſpeaketh the LORD, 
the LORD of Zoſts, ſaying, this People ſay, the time 
7s not yet come, that the LORD's Houſe ſhould be 
builded, Then came the Word of the LORD by the 
Miniſtry of the Prophet Haggai, ſaying, 1s it time for 
your ſelves to dwell in your Ceiled- Houſes, and this Houſe 
lye waſte 2 Therefore thus ſaith the LORD of Hoſts, con- 
/ider your own ways in your Hearts ; ye have ſown much, 
and brought in little ; ye looked for much, but it came to 
little; aud when ye brought it home, I did blow upon it ; 
aud why? ſaith the LORD of Hoſts, becauſe of mine 
Houſe that lies waſte, and ye run every Man into his 
own Houſe. 
O King and Queen, is not this the preſent State of the 
Nation? I beſeech you conſider: My great Concern for 
the King and Queen, is, That they may not {lip their 
T'iime,or the opportunity GOD hath put into their hands ; 
for man hath but a Day orHour given Him to do his work 
herein ; and it he doth it not in that time, hig Power is

gone: Therefore it is, that the LORD calls ſo vpon Man- 
kind ; ſaying, Whileſt it is to. day, barden not your Hearts, as they 
aid inthe Provocation, when they tempted and proved Meyvand ſaw 
Ay Works. For altho' they ſaw His wonderful Works, yet 
they believed Him not, but diſobeyed His righteous Laws ; 
therefore, they never ſaw the good Land. | 

We ſee what a dangerous thing Unbelief is; but David be- 
lievedin GOD: | believed, /aith he, therefore have I ſpokes ; 
and then preſently, he longs to be upon returns, ſaying, V/-ar 
ſhall I render tythe LORD fer all His Mercies, and for all His 
Gooaneſs ? 1 will take the Cup of Saivatiin, and call upon His Holy 
Name: TI will j:t no wicked thing b:fore mine Eyes : Thats the work 
of them that turn aſide ;, it ſhall ot cleave to me: I will walk with- 
in my Heonſe with a perfeb# heart ,pſal-101.and ſo he goes on to the 
end of the P/al. which may be worth the King and Queens 
reading. And then after thele Engagemer ts, with many more, 
he promiſes ro pay his Vows tothe LORD, in the preſence 
of all: O that this Holy Spirit of Life, and Love, that was ir 
D .vid;, who loved the LORD dearly, might Ruleand Reign, 
and have the Dominion over all, in the King and Queen, and all 
that belongs to them : For why, elſe, am I thus concerned, that 
never was concerned with any King, Queen, or Prince, further 
Than in the general to al}, of that, which my Eyes hath ſeen 
come to paſs; and now with you in particular, of rhat which is 
to-come ? And that the Fame of your righteous Atts,may Sound

Adore the Moſt High, and Everlaſling GOL tor evermore, Amen,
